Claims 1-20 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the monitoring 
of an elevator load bearing member wherein a signal is impressed on the load bearing member (comprising several tension members) 
and wherein on tension member is impressed with a duty ration less than ten percent of the remaining tension members.
